parently, for some time to come. That 
measures might bo taken which eventaally 
would bring about happy resulta in the 
question at issue, can hardly be doubted, 
and all foreign ongincors who have eur- 
veyed the course of ths Yellow River, 
havo full cuntidonca in the feasibility 
of their schemes, For, similar ones have 
boon succossfully carried out by sume of the 
European nations, as, for example, in 
France, whers tho ovorilows of the Saocn 
- River were the cause of incessant trouble. 
Tho mothod adopted in thie instance was to 
dam up some of -the gotges of the Jura 
mountains, which thus formed vast reser- 
voirs. Similar schemva aro shortly to be 
executed im Gormany, in order tv prevent 
such disastrous fonds as occurred lately in 
thnt country, when tho rivers Elbo and 
Oder overflowed their embankments. Yos, 
hy latent advices froin the United States 
wo learn. that a gigantic scheme which the 
canyons of tho Rucky Mountains are to be 
dammed up frum the Canadian boundary 
to Mexico, in ordar tu form vast resorvoirs 
of wator to be used in the irrigation of arid 
Jands, and #0 prevent floods in thé Lower 
Miusisaippi, which occur about as frequent. 
ly and are as disastrous as those of ‘ China's 
Sorrow.’ It has been estimated by the 
director of the U.S, Natioaul Survey that 
at least 150,000 square miles of land might 
thus be reclaimed —a territory oxceeding in 
extont one-half of the Jand now 
cultivated in tho United Statcs, The plan 
is to build dams across all the canyons in 
the mountains large enough and strong 
enough to hold back the foods from heavy 
raina and melting. snows, nud .thon let the 
water down as it may be necded upon the 
lnnd to be reclaimed, Wa do not profess 
to bo an authority on questions which 
solely lio within the proviney of civil 
engineoring, but if we compare the to- 
pography of the country through which tho 
‘Yellow Rivor in 118 upper course flows with 
that of tho Missiesippi, we believe that a 
scheme, sitnilar ta the one proposed by tho 
U.S. Bureau of Survoya, would alsa fully 
anawer in the case of the Hoang Bo, which 
is certain to remain ‘China’s Sorrow’ as 
Tong us the Peking gove nment attempts to 
do the work without the aid of foreign 
experts.—Shanghai Courier. 


SUPREME COURT. 


IN APPELLATE JURISDICTION. 
(Before Hon. J. Russell, Acting Chief 
Justice; and Mr A. J. Leach, 
deting Puisne Judge. )

CHING FAN, APPELLANT; HO 3UEN SU, 
RESPONDEST, 

This was an appual against an order mado 
in Chambers by the Acting ‘Ohief Justico, 
in the matter of the estate of Loungi Ya 
Sha, deceased. Tho appellant is executor 
of tho ostate, and the reapandent claims ta 
be a pecuniary legates. Tho appeal is on 
the point whether proceedinga fur un admi- 
nistration order could properly be taken on 
an adminiatrition semmons. The Attor- 
ney General (Hon. E. L. O'Malley), in- 
siructed by Mr. Reece, of Mr Creasy 
£wons’ oflicy, appeared for the appellunt ; 
and Mr Francis, Q.C., instructed by Messrs 

Dennys & Mossop, for the respondent. 

The Attorney General said that under 
‘Ordinanca 7 of 1856 certain regulations of 
procedure were declared to bo law in this 
Colony, and amongst others gection 45 of 
15 and 19 Victorian, chapter 81. Section 
45 of that Act had since been repealed in 

England, but, of course the repeal did not 
affect the Actonce it had been adopted bere, 
There had been no express repeal of that 
section, so that subject to any qualification 
or restriction us to its operation that might 
‘be implied in the Codo, section 45 of the 
Act remained as law in this Colony. By 
Section 3 of thi Codo—which dealt with 
the question of how far the Code aud the 
procedure prescribed by the Cude enpor- 
sedéd and in fact repealed or suspended the 
operation of all previously existing . lara 
regulating procedure in this Colony—it was 
provided that nothing in the Ordinance 
should be deemed to affect procedure and 
practice in the Supreme Court * further or 
otherwise thon is herinafter expressly en- 
acted,’ Rection 4, which muat be. read 
along with the preceeding settion, carried 
the mntter a little Further, It provided 
that except so far as might be otherwise 
specially provided im the Code all en- 
actments, Grdinances, Acta and - parts 
of Acts relating to prodéedure should 
be deemed to remain in force ao far as they 
did not conflict or ware not inconsistent 
with’ the-Codo procedure, What he con- 
tended with regard to au administration 
summons waa that it could not be left to 
be governed by the old procedure because 
tho old procedura was inconsistent with 
the Cale, aud ‘although there wus no parti- 
cular or express provision relating to: thia 
subject there was a wore general provision 
which, ha contended, completely excluded 
the old procedure ‘in-auch cases.

quenting the streets of the city from the 
amells thet have yiven rise to coniplainta, 
and what is far more important as revards 
the inmat+s of priv ste dwellings, the Boord 
willhave done moro for thei heajth and 
comfort than could possibly be obtainsd at 
this moment from any other form of san- 
itary improvament, 

16. I make the foregoing remarks lest it 
be misnpprehunded that the consideration 
of the Separate System need retard early 
drainage reforms in private premises, 

17. Although Mr Cooper, sinca his 
arrivel in the Colony, has beon devoting o 
large portion of his time to thestudy of our 
local conditions with a view to the nduption 
of the best aystem of public main-drainage 
ty ba devised for the city, the vaatamouut 
of detail which-hud tobe tuastered by him 
bofore he could arrive at defitite: conclu. 
sions, haa made it impossible to place his 
Report beforu the Governor at an earlier 
date. The delay, however, ia not to bo 
regretted, us it has cuabled a very complete 
investigation to bo made into a matter 
which is all important to the bealih-of the 
community, and in this conn: xion, T deem 
it my agreeable duty to bring to the netics 
of His Exeuilency the very thorough man- 
ner in which Mr Cooper has carried out 
this preliminary portion of his work.

MR COOPER'S REPORT. 

‘The following are extracts from the Re. 
port of the Bamitary Surveyor (M- F. A, 
Cooper), and these will bo supplemented in 
to-morrow's issue ;— 

EXISTING SEWERS, 

To the carly days of tho Cclony the 
drainage of the city of Victoria was naturally 
provided for by the streams traversing the 
‘numerous valloys running south to vorth. 
As the city incrensed Interal drains were 
constructed of brick ond stone of a very 
imperfect character and: sume of these may 
still exist. Within: mora récent times, 
especially after the Reclamations between 
Queen's Road and the Praya hed boon made, 
it became necessary, in order to nigintain 
cleanliness and alsa for the convenieneo of 
the public, to cover in moatof those streams; 
large drains built of granite were: therefore 
ennatrueted along the valleya, as zhewn by 
ved tings on the plan which necompanies this 
Report,. Theye are altegether: without 
countiag amall branches 33 main outlets 
into the kurbour alung the Praya; their 
sizes vary from one foot aod a half to six 
feat. Moat of ‘these sewers have vertical 
sides with V shaped or flat segmental inverts 
and are covered over-with granite glake, “A 
fall deseription “of the yariogg “spctions 
together. with diagrams is to be fouud in 
Mr Chadwick’s Report, Part 1, Sections 2 
to 4. The duty of these drains as sewers is 
small compared with their duty as. sub-soil 
and surface drains, aa the whole of the sub- 
soil and aurface-waters from the northern 
slopes of the hills above the city haya te 
find thejr way into ‘the gea’ by ‘passing 
through them. ue 

The” draina:o-arcas are comparativel 
small, but-the heavy tropical rains that this 
island is subject to, render it necessary to 
provide for the discharge -of ‘unduly large 
volumes of tvater in tho lower, portion of 
the city. ”

There are fow water-closots in the city, 
their construction being prohibited by law, 
tho system generally adopted for removing 
the excrota being the pail system as des- 
cribed in Mr Chadwick's Report. I cer- 
tainly agreo with Mr Chadwick that ifa 
aufticient water aupply can be obtained the 
more general adoption, especially in Hatels, 
Clubs and large mei cantile and other offices, 
of water-closeta would be advianblo on aani- 
tary grounds. 

There is practically no aub-seil drainage 
in thocity cxcept in the Wong-nei-chung |- 
Valley, where Buch drainage has been car- 
ried out during the Inst six months. 

PRUPOSED WORKS. 

After careful considoration of the whole 
of the foregoing facta and a cloay study of 
the lecality Lam of opinion that the ends 
rof officiency and cconomy will be ‘best met 
by i— 

(1,) the construction of a new aystem, 
of pipe sewers admitting unly a li- 
mited quantity of surfuce-water and 
by adopting out-fatls for such a sys- 
tem at suitable points east and weat 
of the city. . 

(2) the utilization of. the - existing 
drains for conveying the natural 
streamns through the city and for car-" 
rying off surface and aub-eil waters, 

Though the sub-seil drainago of malarial 
soils ia a mattor of ‘great importanes to the 
Public Health, this will be impracticable in 
the lowor parte of the city at present unless 
such sub-aoil draina are connected with the 
sewers, an expedient that. wuuld be attend- 
ed with serious risk, for it would convort 
such sub-seil. druing into channels for the 
escape of anwer air through the sub-soil in- 
to the houses themselvs. Owing to tho 
Jong periods of drought or of limited rain- 
fall and to tho ateep doclivity of the greater 
part of the drainage areas, the flow of water 
1p sub-aoil drains will ulwaya be very vari- 
able aud will no doubt very often be atl 
In the latter caso drain traps attached to 
ub-suil drains will prove ineffective and 
Rewer sir will freely course through such 
drains and issue through the interstices pro- 
vided for the escape of snb-soil water, 

Further, in the case of any stoppage oc- 
curring in a funl-water sewer with which 
anb-suil drains happened to be in commun. 
teation, sewage might back into the sub-seil 
drains end cacape through the joints a3 just 
described. These objections will be got rid 
of if all font warera are diverted from the 
existing drains of the tewn,into ayecial 
channels of their own; sub-avil drainage 
then becomes possible and muy bo led with- 
out risk into the present existing drains. 

Twill now briefly describe the new Se- 
parate System of sewors proposed. On

and the facilities offered for getting rid over 
the surface of the storm-water in back-yards 
during heavy rain-faila, I am of opinion the 
sizes proposed for the now sewers will be 
found ample to meet the requiremonta: of 
the increasing population. 

The Separate System as designed con- 
templates the pravision of overflows along 
the lines of the propoaed intercepting sewers 
in order to relieve them in. case it should 
bofound impracticable for the presont to ex- 
elude from them as mnch of the storm-water 
as havo spocified.

NABROW ESCAPE OF THE AUSTRIAN EMPEROR. 

Vienna, Sept. 30.—The Austrian Empeo- 
ror was, on Friday last, in a pusition of 
great poril, As already reported in The 
Standard, his Majesty attended oxporimants 
with tho new explosive ‘ ckrasita ’ at Felixe 
dorf, noar Wiener Neustad. Two batterica 
~togother twenty-four mortars—had just 
discharged shells filled with the naw explo. 
sire at the temporary bulwark, and ceasn- 
tion of firing was signalled in the usual way 
by bugles. ; 

Tamodintely these had sounded, the Em- 
peror, accompanied by the Archdukes 
Albrecht, Wilhelm, and Reiner, and o 
number of Generals, starfed nt his usual 
dashing pace towards tho target, in order 
to examina the effvots. Another shot was 
thon fired from tho batteries at the bul- 
works. Fortunately, however, this was 
before the cavalcade bad guna far beyond 
tha first point of ubeorvation. 

The explanation given of this extraordin- 
ary occurrence is that tho proceding deaf- 
ening fire had rendered the pars of tha 
gunners lesa sensitive to tho bugles. His 
Majesty romained quite composed, and even 
made a jocular remark ; but tho pale faces 
sround him sufticiently told of the great 
danger from which be had been anvod by a 
difference of, perhaps, wot more than the 
tenth part of a second between the velocity 
of the shell and tho speod of his horse,
